condition Saturday night grew stead 
ily worse and the family, who had re­ 
tired. were summoned from their beds 
and Dr. Potter was called.

peared on the stage as a child, and 
during his career has played in a 
number of foreign countries. 
His 
great reputation was made in “Rip 
Van Winkle.” which he played in al­ 
most every city In the Cnited States. 
Of late years he has played but a few 
weeks of each season, and in almost 
every one of these short seasons he 
confined himself to the one character 
of Rip Van Winkle.

prescription therefor from a licensed 
phvsician. 
Any person violating any 
provision of this section 
shall, on 
conviction, be fined for each separate 
offense in any sum not less than ten 
dollars nor more than fiftv dollars.”

Both boys under 16 who smoke ciga­ 
rettes and thoee who enable the boys 
to smoke cigarette# can be punished 
under the new juvenile coart law for 
delinquent children. 
The last legis­ 
lature pa^ed a law defining delinquent 
children, and under it a boy und *r 
16 years^of age smoking cigarettes is 
defined as being delinquent, f Another 
section of the law provitles that any 
person who contributes to the delin­ 
quency of a child shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor an« ! on conviction may 
be fined not exceeding $ 500 or impris­ 
oned for not more than six months, or 
both. 
This would take in any person 
giving or selling cigarette# to snch 
children, it is said.

Interior let the contract for one of the 
largest irrigation dam s in the world. 
T his dam w ill be located on S alt river, 
A riz ., seventy m iles above Phoenix. 
The dam w ill be 270 feet high, 210 
feet long, 165 feet thick at the base and 
16 feet w ide on top, creating a lake 
tw enty-five mile« long and nearly tw o 
m iles w ide. 
As a prelim inary, forty 
three m iles of road have been b uilt, 
som e of w hich was cut through solid 
rock. 
H ydraulic gates, the largest 
ever b uilt, w ill control the w ater, w ith 
a capacity of discharging 
10,000 cubic 
fe e t of w ater a second, and supplying 
canals fifty m iles d istant. 
A fifty foot 
tunnel has been driven through the 
sides of the canyon to d ivert the w ater 
w hile the dam is under way. 
The 
com pletion of the big dam is expected 
by 19 07. 
Excess w ater from the reser 
voir w ill be conveyed to centrifugal 
pum ps seventy m iles d istant to furnish 
w ater to higher levels for the irriga ­ 
tion of 50,000 additional acres. 
P art 
of th e w ater pow er is now used to 
run a cem ent m ill, the m aterials for 
w hich are close a t hand. 
T his w ork 
w ill go forw ard day and nigh t, the 
w ater furnish ing 4400 horse pow er to 
generate electricity. 
As m uch of the 
land is in the hands of private ow ners, 
they have agreed to convey 
200,000 
acres to the governm ent to repay it for 
expenditures. 
These 
operations 
are 
ce rtainly interesting to the pioneers of 
oth er days, w ho 
never dream ed of 
ge tting ready to farm in a desert by 
th e aid of dam s, electric ligh ts, cem ent 
m ills and ce ntrifugal pum ps run by 
w ater collected seventy m iles aw ay, 
w ith a resulting indifference as to 
w hether it rains or not. 
Irrigation is 
full of w onderful possibilities, and it 
has become one of th e big practical 
facts of th e 
period in the U nited 
States.
